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Reagan Says He's Worth $1,455,571 


MATTOON, 111. (AP) - Republican presidential 


hopeful Ronald Reagan says he is worth $1,455,571, 
but in making his first significant financial dis- 
closure on Wednesday he declined to itemize the 
sources of his income. 


His chief GOP opponent, President Ford, has 


-released a far more extensive financial report, 
revealing his net worth at $323,489. 


Reagan said his total income for the five years 


ending in 1974 was $528,518 and estimated his 1975 
income would be $282,253. No breakdown was 
provided on the sources of Reagan's income. 


The financial statement was released without 


comment as Reagan began an afternoon of cam- 
paigning in Illinois, where he faces Ford in the 
state's March 16 primary. 


Reagan released net worth and income tax 


figures for a five-year period, while Ford's dis- 
closure went back nine years and was itemized so 


the public could trace the sources of his and his 
wife's income. 


Both Ford and Reagan released a breakdown on 


the source of their assets, which found Reagan has 
heavily invested in real estate and common stock, 
while most of Ford's worth is in real estate. 


The statement showed Reagan paid federal, state 


and local taxes totaling $135,380 from 1970 through 
1974 and expects to pay $119,332 in taxes for 1975. 


Ford released his financial data Feb. 12 and said 


that he and Mrs. Ford have a net worth of $323,489, 
an increase of $67,100 since he was nominated to be 
vice president by former President Richard M. 
Nixon in 1973. 


In 1974, when Ford was President for five 


months and vice president for seven months, the 
Fords paid $56,296 in federal income taxes and $5,- 
985 in state, local and other taxes on income of 
$147,683- — or about 42 per cent of their income. 


Reagan said be expects to pay about 42 per cent 


of his gross income in taxes in 1975. His figures 
showed that in the past five years, he paid just over 
25 per cent of his total income in taxes. 


Since 1966, the taxes paid by the Fords, as a 


percentage of income, ranged from 31 per cent in 
1966 to 42 per cent in 1974. Final tax figures for 1975 
were not Completed, said Ford. He receives $250,- 
000 in salary and benefits as President. 


Reagan had said earlier he did not know how 


much he was worth because bis assets were-con- 
trolled by a blind trust. A spokesman said Reagan 
had asked the trustees of the trust for an accoun- 
ting 


Reagan said his assets included $822,300 invested 


in real estate and other property, $200,000 in bonds, 
$326,560 in common stocks, $60,215 in cash and 
$46,496 worth ot life insurance and contributions to 
the California State Retirement system. 


Reagan's net worth statement did not include the 


usual listing of liabilities. However, he said he

There are many these spring days who 


wonder whatever became of the license plates 
they mailed for so long ago. 


John Kohout knows He wishes he didn't. 
He has five sets of plates on five vehicles. 


Now has 10 more plates. 


The more he thinks about it, the more 


Kohout is sure there is no advantage to his situa- 
tion. 


"Can you imagine the hassle I'll be in if I 


ever get a traffic ticket and the police find out I 
have two sets of license plates?" Kohout asked. 


It's not an easy situation to cope with as 


Kohout learned when he phoned the motor 
vehicle department of the county treasurer's of- 
fice 


"They don't want the license plates back," 


Kohout related. "They said if anyone wanted 
them they'd come qut and get them." 


Kohout's confusing case commenced on 


Jan. 5. when he set the massive wheels of vehi- 
cle licensing to grinding when he mailed for his 
plates 


Then he remembered he had forgotten to 


include his vehicle registration forms. When he 
phoned the county treasurer's office he was told 
his check and other papers would soon be com- 
ing back in the mail. 


The county treasurer's office wasn't about 


to issue plates to someone who hadn't included 
their registration forms. Kohout is sure at least 
three people told him that. 


Kohout waited. For three weeks he waited. 


The letter never came back. Finally he went to 


the County-City Building, obtained duplicate tax 
statements and licensed his vehicles. 


Kohout, who owns the Piedmont 66 service 


station, uses four of the vehicles, some of them 
in his business. His wife uses the other. 


Kohout also had payment stopped at the 


bank on the check he had mailed to the county 
treasurer three weeks earlier. 


Time passed. On Tuesday, Kohout received 


the second set of license plates. Kohout called 
the county treasurer's office. As he recalls it, 
part of the conversation went something like 
this: 


Kohout: "Why did you do this?" 
Bureaucrat: "We changed our policy on 


issuing license plates to people who forgot to in- 
clude their registration forms when they mailed 
for their license plates." 


Kohout: "What should I do with the 


plates'" 


Bureaucrat: "Keep 'em. You didn't pay for 


them did you?" 


"I mean. I can't believe it. It's funny, but 


it's sad," Kohout said. "They say if someone 
wants those plates they'll come out and get 
them." 


That wouldn't bother Kohout at all. But the 


way things have gone so far, and remembering 
that he hasn't paid for the second set of plates, 
he's womed about another kind of visit. 


"One of these days a guy (wearing a un- 


iform, maybe?) might stop by and say, 'Hey, 
we're going downtown.' " 


"The only person whose going to be in trdu- 


ble by the time this is over, I'm afraid, is me," 
Kohout said. 
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Feds Retreat From Cutoff Threats

Federal officials Wednesday talked as if they 


are backing off from earlier threats made about 
Nebraska's liberalized 55 m.p.h. speeding law and 
the need for legislation requiring visual checks of 
brakes during vehicle safety inspections. 


They restated, however, the federal En- 


vironmental Protection Agency's (EPA) intent to 
restrict pesticides in Nebraska if the Unicameral 
does not pass an acceptable law requiring certifica- 
tion of applicators. 


The comments were made Wednesday at the 


federal regional council's annual traveling road 
explaining the proposed federal budget for next 
year. 


Most of the questions at a press conference 


dealt with recent scraps between state and federal 
officials over federal mandates. 


R. R. Waesche, representing the Department 


of Transportation's regional office in Kansas City, 
said his agency has approved the state's certifica- 
tion of compliance with the 55 m.p.h. speed limit 


Nebraska's law allows drivers on the Interstate 


to exceed the limit by as much as 10 m.p.h. and 
face only a $10 fine without court costs or points 
assessed against a driver's license. 


Gov. J. James Exon opposed the special treat- 


ment for such speeders, saying it could result in a 
cutoff in federal funds. 


Waesche remarked, "Oh, I don't think we're 


that picayunish." 


On requiring states to enact laws for inspection 


of car brakes, Waesche said the agency has 
authorized a one-year study to determine the effec- 
tiveness of such a requirement. 


9 Similarly, the hot subject of mandatory 


helmets for motorcycle riders remains "a sticky 
wicket." Waesche said. 


A judge has issued an injunction against a law 


passed by the Legislature requiring helmets for' 
motorcyclists. The Department of Transportation 
had threatened to withhold highway safety funds if 
such a law was not in effect. 


Waesche said Congress thus far has deleted 


from pending legislation authority for the agency to 
enforce its helmet mandate. 


State Roads Department Director Tom Doyle 


has said Nebraska's highway improvement 
program will come to a halt at the end of the month 
if Congress does not pass a new highway act 


Waesche offered little immediate hope, saying 


Congress has been moving very slowly on the 
highway bill because of other pressing matters. 


When the funds' run out Waesche said the 


state's only alternative is to spend its own funds 


and wait to be reimbursed by the federal govern- 
ment when the act is passed. 


Charles Wright, representing the EPA's Kan- 


sas City regional office, said his agency would ban 
restricted-use pesticides, or at least reduce their 
use to a minimal level, if the state does not enact a 
law regulating the use of pesticides by October. 


Thus far, the Legislature's Agriculture Com- 


mittee has rejected legislation forcing registration 
of all farmers and ranchers using pesticides. 


Wnght also said Nebraska has until January 


1978 to pass a law requiring sources of drinking 
water to meet federal standards for minerals and 
other contaminants. Such a bill has been in- 
troduced. 


He added that new federal regulations will 


have little impact on Nebraska's state-operated 
livestock waste control program which he said is 
"moving very well." 


In marked contrast to the normal situation 


where the federal government wants to stiffen 
state law. Harry McDaniel, representing the 
Department of Health Education and Welfare, said 
the state's child abuse law is too strict. 


McDaniel said Nebraska fails to make 


allowances for Christian Scientists who refuse to 
have a child treated for religious reasons. The state 
could lose $39,000 a year until that is changed, be 
said.

timated $98,000 in furnishings and personal effects 
and an estimated $3,800 in automobiles and other 
vehicles 


In addition, he listed $417,500 for vacant invest-

That extra infusion of state tax 


support would boost the NU 
general fund budget to $92.4 
million, some'20^ higher than 
its current appropriation. 


The dollar increase would be 


$15.4 million. 


The new total is $8.2 million 


larger than the tax support 
figure recommended by Gov. J. 
James Exon, and is a certain 
target for gubernatorial veto 
stabs 


$100.7 Million Sought 


The university had requested a 


general fund budget of $100.7 
million 


In other action, the committee 


added $1.7 million in state tax 
support to its earlier budget 
recommendations for the state 
colleges at Kearney, Wayne, 
Chadron and Peru. 


That boosted its general fund 


figure to a point some $800,000 
higher than Exon's budget 
recommendation. 


Wednesday's decisions came 


at a marathon 5'z-hour com- 
mittee session which ended at 7 
p.m. 


But, shortly before adjour- 


ning, committee members fell 
one vote short of reaffirming 
their earlier general salary 
policy for state employes, 
leaving the entire operational 
budget bill in some jeopardy. 


Decision Needed 


Committee Chairman Richard 


Marvel of Hastings said the 
budget document cannot be 
moved to the floor of the 
Legislature for debate without a 
final salary policy decision.

Another meeting is tentativly 


scheduled for early next week, 
probably Monday, to attempt to 
complete action on the bill.

Senate voted Wednesday to put 
the nation on daylight saving 
tune for seven months a year in-

and was sent to the House — 
which appears unlikely to act on 
it before the March 14 im-

Robert 
Dole. R-Kan.. reducing the 
period to seven months, after 
first rejecting a proposal that it 
be cut to five months.

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Ford Soys He Can Kayo Reagan

President Ford said Wednesday that the 


springboard of his narrow New Hampshire 
presidential primary victory means he can 
eliminate Ronald Reagan's Republican 
challenge 'if we win a couple more, and I 
think we will 


But Reagan insisted that his close finish 


was a victory, too "No one has ever done 
this to an incumbent," he said as he left 
Concord. .N H., to resume his campaign for 
the March 16 presidential primary in 
Illinois. "I think it's great and we'll go on 
from here." 


It was Ford 51 per cent, Reagan 49 per 


cent, in the first of the presidential primary 
elections Tuesday It took all night to settle 
the issue Ford and Reagan meet next in 
Florida, on March 9. 


New Hampshire Democrats completed 


the conversion of former Georgia Gov. 
Jimmy Carter from longshot to front- 
runner by choosing him over four rival con- 
tenders in their primary Carter got 30 per 
cent of the vote, finished comfortably 
ahead of Rep Morris K. Udall Of Arizona, 
and said he would win the Democratic 
presidential nomination on the first ballot. 


While Ford talked of locking up the 


Republican nomination with a few more 
primary victories over Reagan, the 
prospect after New Hampshire's narrow 
verdict was for a long struggle over the 
GOP nomination. 


Unless Republican opinion elsewhere is 


markedly different, the balance at the 
ballot box is a dose one, and neither man 
appears likely to have an early shot at 
knocking the other from the race. 


Reagan and his allies have been trying 


from the start to make a case for running 
second, on grounds that even coming close 


to an incumbent is a big political achieve- 
ment But Ford holds his office by appoint- 
ment and succession, not by election. And 
Reagan doesn't hesitate to point out, when 
it serves his purposes, that he has electoral 
experience rivaling Ford's, having won two 
terms as governor of California by 
landslide margins. 


Press Secretary Ron Nessen said Ford 


will win next Tuesday in Massachusetts, 
where Reagan's name is on the ballot but 
he has no campaign organization; in Ver- 
mont, where Ford is unopposed, and on 
the following Tuesday in Florida. That is 
the next one that really counts. 


With the vote count in New Hampshire 


nearing completion, this was the 
Republican tally: 


Ford 54,824 or 51 per cent. 
Reagan 53,507 or 49 per cent. 
At the same time, Ford comfortably won 


overwhelming control of the state's 21- 
member delegation to the Republican 
National Convention. 


With some races still in doubt, and likely 


to remain so until the official canvass, 
delegates supporting the President for 
nomination had 17 seats, Reagan four. 


The popular vote primary has nothing to 


do with the delegate selection balloting. 


Delegate candidates run in their own 


names, and are listed on the ballot beneath 
the name of the candidate to whom they 
are pledged. 


Ford's slate featured some of the big 


names of New Hampshire GOP politics. 


Among the Democrats, the vote count 


read this way: 


Carter 22,895 or 30 per cent. 
Udall 18,594 or 24 per cent. 
Sen. Birch Bayh of Indiana 12,557 or 16 


per cent. 


Former Sen. Fred R. Harris of 


Oklahoma 8,824 or 11 per cent. 


Sargent Shriver 6,649 or 9 per cent. 
Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey of Minnesota 


4,347 or 6 per cent, on write-in votes. 


Alabama Gov. George C. Wallace, Sen. 


Henry M. Jackson of Washington and, 
ironically, Reagan and Ford, picked up 
scattered Democratic write-in votes. They 
each got about 1 per cent on that ballot. 


But not John B. ConnaUy. Despite an un- 


authorized, last-minute campaign to get 
him write-in Democratic votes, Connelly's 
name went virtually unnoticed. 


Carter won 14 Democratic national con- 


vention delegates, and Udall got the other 
three. 


Udall went on to Boston saying he was 


satisfied with his 24 per cent, second-place 
finish in New Hampshire. He said he hopes 
to emerge from next Tuesday's 
Massachusetts primary as "the clear leader 
of the progressive forces ..." 


In his lexicon, that means beating Bayh, 


Harris, Shriver and Pennsylvania Gov. 
Milton J. Shapp. Udall had a two4ivision • 
theory, putting them in one bracket, 
Carter, Jackson and Wallace in another, 
more conservative, match. He says the real 
tests will come when there is one surviving 
candidate in each bracket. 


Carter told a Boston news conference

Patty's Drug Use Recounted 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 


The psychiatrist who portrayed 
Patricia Hearst as being "a naive 
schoolgirl" before her kidnaping 
conceded on cross-examination 
Wednesday that she had smoked 
marijuana, used mescaline and 
may have experimented with 
LSD. 


But Dr. L.J. West said that in- 


formation had nothing to do 
with his evaluation of the 22- 
year-old heiress. He said he 
meant she was politically naive 


This was the first mention of 


Miss Hearst's drug use before 
the jury at her bank robbery trial 
and was hotly protested by her 
chief attorney, F. Lee Bailey, 
who said it was irrelevant to her 
trial. 


Overruled by the judge, Bailey 


shouted, "Is the government 
saying that everyone who 
smokes grass is a bank robber?" 
This brought a titter of laughter 
from the packed courtroom of 
spectators. 


Before leaving the witness 


stand after three days of strong 
cross-examination, 
West 


vehemently denied he showed 
bias toward the Hearst family by 
writing them a letter of sym- 
pathy and advice before the 
heiress was captured. In the 
letter, written last June, West 
said he believed "powerful legal 
and medical arguments can be 
mobilized in her defense." 


West was followed to the stand 


by another defense psychiatrist. 
Dr. Martin Orne of the Universi- 
ty of Pennsylvania, who said one 


of his specialties is detecting 
"simulation" or "faking/ He 
described Miss Hearst as 
truthful, but the judge told 
jurors only they could decide 
that. 


Orne was on the stand when 


court adjourned for the day, and 
Bailey planned to call him back 
for more testimony Thursday. 


Bailey, asked outside of court 


if he expected the case to go to 
the jury by the end of next week, 
replied, "It's doubtful. There's 
too much to be done.'

Boost Given 
To Unionized 
Farm Workers 


Washington (UPI) - The Supreme Court 


Wednesday gave a boost to unionized Califor- 
nia farm workers who are trying to keep cheap 
Mexican labor out of the state's vineyards and 
lettuce fields. 


In an 84 decision, the court held that * 


California law punishing those who knowingly 
employ illegal aliens does not necessarily im- 
pinge on Congress' control over immigration, 
under either statutes or the Constitution. 


Nevertheless the court sent the case to 


California's 2nd District Court of Appeals, 
which had ruled the statute unconstitutional 
on its face, for closer examination as to 
whether it conflicts with federal law. 


The case involves a complaint brought in 


state court by some individual migrant farm 
workers in California. 


In a 14-page opinion, Justice William J. 


Brennan Jr. said, "States possess broad 
authority under their police power to regulate 
the employment relationship to protect 
workers within the state. 


"California's attempt... to prohibit the 


knowing employment by California employers 
of persons not entitled to lawful residence in 
the United States, let alone to work here, is 
certainly within the mainstream of such police 
power regulation." 


"These local problems are particularly 


acute in California," Brennan said, "in light of 
the significant influx into that state of illegal 
aliens from neighboring Mexico," 


He also pointed out Congress has before it 


a measure to penalize knowing employment of 
an illegally admitted alian. 


Cesar Chavez, leader of the United Farm 


Workers Union in California which was not 
directly involved in the case, said he was not 
overly impressed with the court's decision.

Federal Health Consolidation Sought 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Ford asked Congress on 
Wednesday to consolidate 
Medicaid and 15 other federal 
health programs into one plan 
giving $10 billion in block grants 
to the states. 


Ford said his plan "would 


reduce federal red tape, increase 
local control over health spen- 
ding, and expand public par- 
ticipation in health planning." 


It would provide funds accor- 


ding to a formula that gives 


primary weight to a state's low- 
income population, Ford said. 


In giving the states the block 


grants, Ford said that each state 
would be required to develop 
"an annual health care plan" as 
a condition for receiving the 
funds and to assure accountabili- 
ty to the public. 


The $10 billion would be made 


available for fiscal 1977 and 
there would be $500 million 
more each year in federal funds 
up to 1980. 


Additional amounts would be 


made available after 1980 to "en- 
sure that no state will in the 
future receive less under this 
proposal than it received in 
fiscal 1976," Ford said. 


The services that would be 


consolidated include public 
health programs, community 
mental health centers, alcohol 
projects, maternal and child 
health, migrant health, family 
planning and emergency medical 
services.

The Primaries Misleading, At Most 


After the first few titillating precinct 


caucuses in other states from which 
emerged suggested trends but perhaps not 
totally accurate readings of the public 
mood, the gates to the 1976 political year 
were officially flung wide open Tuesday by 
the voters of New Hampshire. 


There is probably not a great deal 


more firm knowledge about where the 
campaign trail will lead now than there 
was before. 


But at least New Hampshire was the 


first instance this presidential election 
season of the people speaking directly to 
the point of who will lead us after January, 
1977. This was the first real beauty contest, 
not the indirect, filtering-down process of 
delegate selection and candidate 
preference which marks the caucus system. 


True, the peepul who have just spoken 


are a small number of often peculiar 
Yankees who receive much attention from 
the politicians and the media and like it 
and are spoiled by it. What was done in 
New Hampshire may be undone in 
Massachusetts, Florida, Wisconsin or 
Nebraska or any place else down the line 
(the Nebraska primary on May 11, by the 
way, is looking more and more like a key 
contest). 


But at least it has started, and 


Tuesday's results confirm the suspicions 
that the contest for the Republican 
presidential nomination will be close and 
spirited and that the Democrats now have a 
frontrunner. 


Aside from confirming those 


suspicions the New Hampshire vote may 
have threatened a few struggling can- 
didacies. But Tuesday's vote, in itself, 
probably didn't sink anybody. 


There was the usual post-election 


rationalizing by those who saw victory in 
defeat. To hear all but one of the can- 
didates tell it, everybody on the ballot in 
New Hampshire was a winner except Fred 
Harris, who had the good grace and hones- 
ty to say "we haven't done as well as we 
would have liked ..." If he is still an active 
candidate by May 11, we might urge 
serious consideration of Harris on the basis 
that an honest loser would make an honest 
president. 


The next few days will bring an 


avalanche of interpretations of the New 


Hampshire vote, enough to sicken the 
public Only the Massachusetts and Ver- 
mont primaries will stop it, and then a new 
round of analysis will begin. 


So, one primary down and 29 or 30 to 


go. Ouch! 


Is it worth it? 
It is better to ask, what alternative is 


there? 


The idea of regional primaries may 


take hold, and it may make sense although 
we're reserving judgment on the idea. 


What is important is that candidates 


get a feel of what the people want, what 
they are thinking, what they like as well as 
what they hate. America is not too big for 
candidates to go out among the people. 


If the public tires of hearing about the 


primary campaigns, maybe it is because 
the primary has become too much a media 
event. But we think it is essential that the 
candidates are out there pitching and if 
Nebraskans, for example, are tired of 
hearing what the candidates are saying in 
Florida and what the columnists are saying 
about Florida, they should just tune it out. 
But when the national spotlight is focused 
here, as it will be, Nebraskans will have a 
greater appreciation for all of the 
hullabaloo. And so will the voters in each 
primary state as the attention shifts to each 
stop in its time. 


There is value in such intensive, 


people-to-people campaigning, we think. In 
a highly critical (and potentially damaging) 
article in the current issue of Harpers, 
writer Steven Brill nonetheless says of New 
Hampshire winner Jimmy Carter: "(He) 
has many qualities that would make him a 
good president . . . and his two years of 
house-to-house campaigning will probably 
have taught him more about the country 
than most presidents ever know." 


Most candidates have not and could 


not spend as much time campaigning as 
Carter has and will, and in the large states, 
candidates cannot reach proportionally as 
many people as they did in New 
Hampshire. But the point is not lost. Hit- 
ting the trail and pleading for votes is a 
healthy thing in American political life. It 
brings the people and their leaders closer 
together, helps to pop the candidates" 
overinflated balloon of self-importance and 
gives all a better perspective.

WASHINGTON - Despite all 


the hoopla about the New 
Hampshire primary, the 
historians are reminding us that 
primary elections since 1936 
have seldom been decisive in 
nominating candidates for the 
presidency. 


In the popular cliche, the 


primaries are advertised as "the 
stepping-stones to the presiden- 
cy," and this is often true. But 
usually they result in the 
nomination of the candidates 
who led the public opinion polls 
before the primaries began, or in 
the nomination of men who 
avoided the primary elections 
altogether. 


For example, William R. 


Keech of the University of North 
Carolina, and Donald R. 
Matthews of the University of 
Washington, note in a Brookings 
Institution study that only once 
since 1936 have the primary elec- 
tions resulted in the downfall of 
the man leading the polls at the 
start of the primaries, and only 
once in these two generations 
has a candidate been nominated 
who seemed hopelessly out of 
the race at the start. Both oc- 
curred in 1972, when Sen. Ed- 
mund Muskie of Maine lost his 
lead in the primaries and was 
defeated for the nomination bv a 


dark horse. Sen. George 
McGovern. 


Keech and Matthews, in their 


study, "The Party's Choice," 
also remind us that the 
primaries left Dewey in 1N8 and 
Eisenhower in 1952 about where 
they were before the primaries 
began, and that Willlde in 1940, 
Stevenson in 1952 and Humphrey 
in IMS all won their party's 
nominations without actively 
competing in the primaries, at 
all.

James R. Beniger, a graduate 


student in sociology and 
statistics at the University of 
California in Berkeley makes the 
same point in a detailed analysis 
published in the Public Opinion 
Quarterly, Spring, 1976. 


"The conventions," Beniger 


writes, "almost always nominate 
the candidate with the greatest 
support among party voters 
(as measured in the popularity 
polls) . . . The candidate who 
stands highest in national opi- 
nion (polls) has the best chance 
of winning both the state 
primaries and the presidential 
election . . . Despite the oc- 
casional success of an eleventh- 
hour challenger like Wendell 
Willkie. or of a primary strategy 


like that of George McGovern, 
there is no greater advantage 
than strength in the early polls 
for winning the presidential 
nomination." 


It is possible to quibble with 


election figures, of course, and 
some historians argue that Harry 
Truman decided not to run in 
the election of 1952 because 
Estes Kefanver of Tennessee ran 
ahead of him in the New 
Hampshire primary of that year 
(Kefauver, 19,860 or 55%, 
Truman 15,927 or 44.2%). But 
the historical evidence indicates 
that Truman had decided not to 
seek re-election before the New 
Hampshire voting. 


There is, perhaps, some 


reason for believing that Presi- 
dent Lyndon Johnson an- 
nounced his decision not to seek 
re-election on March 31, 1968, 
partly because Sen. Eugene 
McCarthy of Minnesota got 23,- 
263 votes to Johnson's 27,520 in 
the New Hampshire primary of 
that year. But again, it seems 
from Johnson's own testimony 
that this event had nothing to do 
with his decision to retire from 
politics.

year's New Hampshire election 
would scarcely be a reliable 
guide to the parties' nominees in 
the summer. In the last 
nationwide poll taken before the 
New Hampshire primary, 
George Gallup called the Ford- 
Reagan race a "dead heat" — 
44% of the Republicans polled 
for the President, and 43% for 
Reagan, with 13% undecided. 


On the Democratic side, the 


latest poll by Louis Harris, 
published on Feb. 9, put Sen. 
Hubert Humphrey ahead among 
Democratic voters with 31%. 
The others were George 
Wallace, 16%; Henry Jackson, 
9%; Edmund Muskie, 7; Birch 
Bayh, 6; Governor Brown of 
California 5; and Jimmy Carter 
of Georgia. 5. Sen. Edward 
Kennedy of Massachusetts, who 
says he's not available, was the 
only Democrat to lead 
Humphrey in this Democratic 
preference poll. 


Two new factors in this year's 


presidential election may, 
however, defy the patterns of 
the past. The first is that Presi- 
dent Ford, while running with 
the prestige of the White House, 
was not elected to the presiden- 


cy. And the second is that more 
primaries and new rules in the 
Democratic primary may 
produce different results, though 
the Democratic rules would 
seem to increase the possibility 
that no primary candidate would 
get a majority of the convention 
votes and thus encourage the 
Democrats to turn to the most 
experienced and popular of their 
men in the polls, Hubert 
Humphrey. 


Humphrey himself, however, 


was still insisting that, whatever 
the historians say, the primaries 
and not the polls will probably 
produce the nominee of his par- 
ty. He concedes that the more 
primary elections there are, the 
smaller the percentage of eligi- 
ble voters turn out, and 
therefore the less representative 
of party opinion the primaries 
are likely to be. 


Nevertheless, "nothing," he 


insists, would persuade him to 
enter any of the later primaries. 
"The Democrats know me with 
all my faults," he says, "and if 
the primaries don't produce a 
candidate, which I still doubt, 
and the party turns to me, of 
course, you know Hubert. He'll 
be ready."

Nixon In Limelight 


WASHINGTON - Want to know some 


prime ingredients of the abuse and criticism 
that have been heaped upon Richard Nixon's 
fourth anniversary return visit to China? Try 
jealousy, fear, and even hypocrisy. 


Chairman Mao Tse-tung and Acting 


Premier Hua Kuo-feng have welcomed and 
treated the former President as a major 
American statesman, and there are many U.S. 
politicians — especially in Washington — who 
hate this: How dare Nixon hold himself out as a 
national leader. 


Compare what happened when George 


McGovern visited Havana and Ho Chi Minn City 
(as communist-run Saigon is now called). The 
congressional leaders so quick to criticize Nixon 
were mum. And the national media danced 
enthusiastic Cuban attendance. Hardly anybody 
suggested that such trips might be improper for 
McGovern in his capacity as the "titular leader" 
of the Democratic Party (unsuccessful presiden- 
tial nominees — even disastrous ones — are 
traditionally so styled). The truth is that nobody 
takes McGovern very seriously. 


Not so with Wchard Nixon. Despite Us San 


demente exile, the Washiagton establishment 
is still somehow afraid of him, although they 
can't say precisely why. 


Fifty or sixty million Americans watching 


television that cold winter morning in 1972 saw 
something previously unimaginable: The Presi- 
dent of the United States disembarking from an 
aircraft in Peking and a Chinese band striking 
up the unfamiliar strains of "The Star-Spangled 
Banner"! Several months later, Nixon made a 
similarly historic trip to Moscow. He did what 
none of his predecessors dared do — or could 
have done. 


Indeed, Nixon's international talents made 


such a profound impression in Western Europe, 
Russia and China that even in the spring of 1974. 
as the Watergate noose tightened around his 
neck, many foreign officials and commentators

could not believe it. They could not believe that 
the President who had gone to Moscow and 
Peking could be impeached for political es- 
pionage offenses of a sort widespread in 
Western Europe and everywhere else. 


Admittedly, there are many ways in which 


Nixon's critics had his number — plastic 
politics, deceit, disregard for law. Yet in- 
creasingly, history is showing that these failings 
were substantially an extension of the Kennedy- 
Johnson imperial presidencies. Clearly worse, 
yes — but hardly new. 


Moreover, I think the real reason for so 


many gripes about Nixon's China trip and high- 
level reception is the fear that the ex-President 
still evokes in many a prominent Washington 
breast. If they had his number, he also had 
theirs. He knew Congress for the faint hearts 
they are. In 1972, when it was necessary to mine 
the waters off Haiphong and later resume bom- 
bing of the north to win final peace in Vietnam, 
Nixon did it — despite howling and hand- 
wringing from congressional Lilliputians (who 
only a few years earlier bad been supporting 
Lyndon Johnson's fatal Indochina build-up). 


If a strong Richard Nixon had been in the 


White Hone in spring. 1975, wovU North Viet- 
nam have dared to violate the cease-fire agree- 
ment and move on Saigon? Probably not Nor 
would Ntaton have allowed a runway Congress 
to abandon Angola and play havoc with the CIA 
and national security considerations. 


As of 1976, Nixon is a political exile who can 


never hold office again — deservedly. But the 
"New Majority" that elected him, and the 
nationalist spirit that applauded his bolder ac- 
tions, still.haunt the steep of nervous Capital 
City politicians. And the China trip has stirred 
their inner fears that the nine lives of Richard 
Milhous Nixon may somehow not yet be entirely 
exhausted.

sponsor a bill for a new $1.5 
million office building if it was 
decided the hospital structure 
should not be used. 


Bereuter said several state 


agencies which were expected to 
use the facility have found per- 
manent offices elsewhere.

Kurt Freiberg, a 53-year-old 


interior designer, was testifying 
before the Judiciary Committee 
of the Nebraska Legislature 
when one state senator noticed 
he was armed with a handgun 


With a motion from the sena- 


tor, a state trooper got behind 
Freiberg as be was testifying on 
a divorce bill, and disarmed him. 


Freiberg 
was booked on 


charges of carrying a concealed 
weapon, but later pleaded guilty 
to a misdemeanor charge of dis- 
turbing the peace and was fined 
$100 
Freiberg told the judge 


that the weapon was legally 
registered, and that he was 
carrying it because he was afraid 
it would get stolen if he left it in 
the car. 


Freiberg said the gun was 


loaded, but that the safety was 
on and that there was no shell in 
the chamber 


In an interview Wednesday, 


Freiberg said be is a native of 
Romania, and a staunch anti- 
Communist. 


Freiberg said he came to the 


United States in 1948, and de- 
scribed himself as a former of- 


ficer in, and a deserter from the 
"Soviet Army " 


"There have been threats 


against me in the past," said 
Freiberg 


Freiberg said his gun was in a 


holster attached to his belt, and 
claims that "a bund man could 
have seen it. 


"I did not hide it or conceal 


it" 


Lancaster County Atty Ron 


Lahners, who made the decision 
to reduce the charges from a 
felony to a misdemeanor, said 
Freiberg related the same story 
about being a deserter from the 
Russian Army, but that he did 
not mention being on any sort of 
"Soviet wanted list" 


Lahners said that technically, 


Freiberg was carrying a con- 
cealed weapon, but that in most 
instances, Nebraska prosecutors 
try to establish a criminal intent 
in such cases 


"It was my determination that 


he (Freiberg) did not intend to 
use the weapon," Lahners said 
in a telephone interview from 
Lincoln Wednesday 


The bill Freiberg was testi- 


fying on would rewrite the 
state's divorce laws, enabling 
couples to enter into written 
contracts that could be enforced 
throughout marriage and (or 
property settlements in the 
event of a divorce 


Freiberg, who said he is di- 


vorced, believes the bill would 
place unjust burdens on men

WASHINGTON (AP) - President Ford said 


Wednesday he is giving former Gov. William W. 
Scranton the job of "standing up for the United 
States against some of those unfair attacks in the 
I'mted Nations." 


Ford appointed his "good, close, personal 


friend" to succeed Daniel Patrick Moynihan as 
I' N. ambassador and reaffirmed administration 
promises that it will take a firm stand in the 
world organization. 


The actions of Moynihan, Ford said, "have 


been good from the point of view of the United 
States." 


Scranton, appearing before cameras and 


reporters with Ford and Secretary of State Henry 
A Kissinger in the White House Oval Office, said 
the job was "a great honor" but a very difficult 
one.

"I'm a Pat Moynihan fan," Scranton said. "I'm 


delighted with the way he handled the job. I'm 


proud to be his successor and I think we are on 
the upbend." 


Moynihan turned in his resignation three weeks 


ago saying he would lose his tenure at Harvard if 
he did not return to teaching. In his seven months 
at the United Nations he had been the target of 
stinging criticism within the administration and 
m the diplomatic community for his vehemence 
in rebutting attacks on the United States and on 
Israel. 


At the White House gathering, Ford told Scran- 


ton: "You have a big job to do carrying out the 
policy of standing up for the United States against 
some of these unfair attacks in the United 
Nations and in carrying out my decisions." 


Scranton, who served with Ford in the House 


and then as governor of Pennsylvania from 1963 
to 1967, was an early advocate of a "more even- 
handed policy" in the Middle East. He argued 
that the U.S. position in that region was overly 
slanted towards Israel.

They 
wore big concho shell belt 
buckles out of coin silver. 


There were Zuni Indians and 


Indians from the Mojave desert 
who wore their hair in a short 
pony tail tied with white cloth. 


Most of them came in farm 


pickup trucks. They brought the 
children along to see what was 
going on in the world. 


The man from Gallup said: 


"This is the time of year the 
Hopis do their ram dance. They 
do it with live rattlesnakes. 
When they let them go. the 
snakes take the message to the 
rain gods. 


"Well. sir. the Indian 


Ceremonial days were at the 
same time. So we asked the 
Hupis to hold off a week. 


•But they said they'd been 


working with rattlesnakes and 
rain gods for thousands of years. 
They couldn't take a chance of 
getting them off schedule." 


The Intertribal Ceremonial 


may not be working anymore. 
The image of me Indian has 
been changed. The most ad- 
vanced papers now refer to them 
as "native Americans " Don't 


CARMICHAEL 


even say Indians. 


The Intertribal Ceremonial 


was started in 1922. "Started by 
a local saloon keeper turned 
bootlegger. He thought it would 
improve the tounst trade." 


He said "A lot of local people 


were just as stubborn as the 
Hopis. They said the Hopis 
couldn't make it ram every year. 
They stuck to the original dates 


"Well, they were wrong. If a 


Hopi starts waltzing with a 
rattlesnake, get yourself an um- 
brella." 


The man from Gallup said: 


"The ceremonial'd start off with 
the sky as blue as washed jeans. 


"But you'd notice the Apaches 


and Zunis and Navajos were put- 
ting up their tarps and moving to 
high ground. They knew the 
Hopis." 


"Along about afternoon'd 


come a little white cloud. Then 
big black clouds. And by sun- 
down — if you could see any sun 
— it'd be raining cats and dogs. 


"So finally the Gallup 


Chamber of Commerce gave up. 
They moved the ceremonial up a 
week before the Hopi rain 
dance. 


"But until they did there were 


some mighty wet Indians around 
here. A lot of wet tourists, too."

Mineral Estimate 
Found Unreliable 


Washington (UPI) - Interior 


Department estimates of U.S. 
and world mineral reserves — 
Important to both government 
planners and industry — have 
been found to be inaccurate and 
unreliable, Rep. William S. 
Moorhead, D-Pa., 
said 


Wednesday. 


Moorhead said "serious 


deficiencies" in the reporting of 
reserves were turned up by the 
General Accounting Office in a 
review of reports compiled by 
the U.S. Geological Survey and 
the Bureau of Mines. 


"The Interior Department's 


data on mineral reserves in the 
United States and the world is 
'inaccurate, unreliable and large- 
ly incomplete," Moorhead said 
in releasing a GAO report on its 
findings. 


Moorhead is chairman of the 


conservation, energy and natural 
resources subcommittee of the 
House Government Operations 
Committee. 


The GAO, the investigative 


arm of Congress, said it found 
department specialists bad not

used new information in their es- 
timates of bauxite, copper, 
nickel and fluorspar reserves. 


In the case of bauxite, the 


principal source of aluminium, 
the GAO said the Bureau of 
Mines estimated a 40 million-ton 
U.S. reserve in 1975, but failed to 
include an additional known 15 
million tons. 


The GAO said it found the 


USGS failed to include a 
worldwide increase of almost 
320 million tons of copper 
reserves in its 1975 report even 
though the information was 
available since 1973. 


In a report on world nickel 


reserves, the GAO said, a 
Bureau of Mines specialists 
received information on an ad- 
ditional 15 million tons in central 
Africa but did not update an es- 
timate of 84 million tons. 


GAO investigators also said 


they found errors inciting 
reports from outside sources. 


For example, the GAO said, 


the department's 1974 estimate 
of world fluorspar reserves was 
271,000 tons — while the docu- 
ment cited in the department's 
report showed 271 million tons. 


Moorhead said shortages 


made accurate reporting of 
mineral reserves important and 
called on Interior Secretary 
Thomas S. Kleppe for action. 


"It is essential to both govern- 


ment policymakers and the 
mining industry that these 
figures be as accurate and as 
timely as possible," Moorhead 
said. 


GAO Assistant Director Frank 


V. Subalusky said the report was 
discussed with officials of the 
Bureau of Mines and USGS and 
they were in "general 
agreement" with its findings.

Single Hospital Administrator 'Absurd' 


"Ridiculous." 
"Absurd." 


That's what two Lincoln hospital 
administrators think of the idea 
of placing all Lincoln's hospitals 
under one administrator 


The originator of the idea, 


Nebraska State Board of Health 
Chairman Ken Witt, aired his 
views on the subject during a re- 
cent State Health Board 
meeting. 


According to Witt, Lincoln 


hospital administrators are guil- 
ty of "empire building" which 
leads to duplication of services 
and rising patient costs. 


Witt's comments were 


sparked by two Lincoln 
hospitals' applications to 
purchase costly body-scanner 
equipment. 


Noting that "it is difficult to 


respond appropriately" to Witt's 
comments, St. Elizabeth Direc- 
tor Jack Stiles said, "The 
thought that comes to ray mind 
is 'Why not one clothing store 
administrator, one insurance 
company administrator?' " 


Questioning whether such a 


move would be in the best in- 
terest of patients, Stiles said 
"there are some benefits from 
competition." 


"We are all proud of our in- 


stitutions. We do attempt to 
keep quality care high," be con- 
tinued. 


Witt "fails to recognize how 


much work has already been 
done in the city" with regard to 
sharing of services, Stiles said. 
Existing cooperation between 
hospitals in such high-cost areas 
as deep radiation, cardiac ser- 
vices, burn treatment and neo- 
natal care indicate a willingness 
to work together, he explained 


"In my opinion he (Witt) 


didn't do his homework well 
enough" before making the 
statements, said Gene Edwards, 
Bryan Memorial Hospital ad- 
ministrator. 


"Each of us has our own 


governing bodies." he said, 
noting that the three major 
hospitals have either a religious 
or governmental affiliation. 


"I cannot see anything like 


this happening unless you had 
one unified board. And I can't 
see that," Edwards said. 


Such a combination "wouldn't 


reflect that much of a change" 
cost-wise for patients, according 
to Edwards And he added that a 


single administrator for all the 
hospitals would be over- 
burdened 


Neither Stiles nor Edwards 


knew of any major cities in 
which several hospitals operate 
under such a system 


"It can work" in smaller rural 


areas, Edwards said 


Stiles also took issue with 


Witt's charge that Lincoln 


hospitals are over-bedded 


"As of yesterday (Tuesday)" 


all of St Elizabeth's 206 beds 
were filled with patients who 
needed hospital care, he said 


Lincoln General Hospital ad- 


ministrator. Robert Brungard 
declined to comment on the 
matter until he had a chance to 
.study Witt s statements

iNEWSPA'FERr 
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Authoring Book At 73 
Only Bit Of Her Story 
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By TOM COOK 


OuttUte Nebraska Bureau 


Ulysses - It might seem astonishing 


that Ida Ferrin decided to write her 
first and only book on Indian legends 
two years ago when she was 71. 


But over a cup of coffee and the most 


tender-crusted piece of apple pie a 
veteran ranch wife ever concocted, the 
interviewer became as much an inter- 
viewee and came away feeling it 
astonishing that anything could ever 
stop Ida from doing anything. 


fa 1905 Mrs. Ferrin moved with her 


family from Missouri to the Wind River 
Indian Reservation in west central 
Wyoming that had just been opened to 
white settlement. 


"I was mother's helper and once in 


awhile I got to go up into the Big Horns 
to help with father's sheep. That was 
quite a treat," she said. 


Helped With Chores 


The Arapahoe and Shoshoni who 


lived on the reservation helped with 
haying and sheep-shearing chores on the 
ranch, and Mrs. Ferrin grew up 
knowing Indians. 


After raising her own family on a 


Wyoming ranch, Mrs. Ferrin decided to 
become a teacher and received her 
degree from the University of Wyoming 
in 1957 at age 55. 


She taught at the Arapahoe Elemen- 


tary School, which was 857o Indian, 
near Riverton, Wyo., until 1962. Her 
husband's health began to fail, and he 
turned the ranch over to his two sons. 


The couple moved to Ulysses after 


their daughter married Leo McGowen 
of the Butler County community. Mrs. 
Ferrin soon lost her husband, but filled 
her time in pursuit of her lifelong love 
— education. 


Continued Study 


Mrs. Ferrin taught remedial reading 


in Ulysses Elementary School, retiring 
in 1972 after 10 years. During that time 
she commuted to the University of 
Nebraska and received her master's 
degree in 1968. 


"After I lost my husband, I decided I 


had to just take care of me. Going to the 
university was a good chance to get out 
of myself, to get new friends and to get 
a fresh start," she said. 


Mrs. Ferrin's book, "Many Moons 


Ago," is told by Goes-in-Lodge, who is 
based on a real person Mrs. Ferrin 
knew. 


The book is a "sort of Indian Book of 


Genesis" based on legend before the 
coming of the horse and the white man, 
Mrs. Ferrin says. 


Due This Spring 


It is on the presses at Filter Press, 


Palmer Lake, Colo., and due out this 
spring. 


Chuck Elley, whose sketches of In- 


dian chiefs are available at Sheldon Art 
Gallery, and Neal Anderson, who draws 
the Nebraskaland Magazine wildlife 
series, illustrated the book. 


It is written in the simple and direct 


language of the Indian that can be read 
by children, but Mrs. Ferrin says she 
hopes it will be enjoyed by adults as 
well.

"The Indians can teach us many 


things if we will take the time to study 
and leam, especially how important the 
family is," Mrs. Femn believes. 


She hopes to show the depth of Indian 


character, their religious beliefs, their 
understanding of the land and respect 
for the soil. 


Having recently spent time on the 


Northern Cheyenne Reservation in 
Montana, Mrs. Ferrin is still actively 
researching Indian culture. 


The salvation of the modem Indian, 


Mrs. Ferrin says, is to educate 
themselves in the ways of the white 


man, while rekindling self-respect in In- 
dian heritage. 


"The old Indian teachers taught the 


children, but the white people came on 
the scene and tried to make white peo- 
ple out of them. They were torn 
between us and the old ways," she said. 


Is the book the end of Mrs. Ferrin's 


long career? 


Hardly. 
"Goes-in-Lodge says at the end of the 


book that he's tired, but wants the 
white man to come back. He has many 
more stories." 


Ida's already back to her typewriter.

Drug Suspects 


Omaha (AP) - Law enforce- 


ment officers were busy 
Wednesday and were expected 
to stay that way Thursday as 
they continued to round up 
suspected drug sellers in the 
state's largest ever drug bust. 


Named in arrest warrants on 


various durg charges are 76 
residents of Douglas, Supy and 
Cass Counties. However, only 23 
persons were in custody as of 
late Wednesday morning, of- 
ficials said. 


The State Patrol said it was 


the biggest drug campaign in its 
history. The largest previous 
• operation was three years ago, 
resulting in the arrest of 60 per- 
sons. 


Those arrested Wednesday in- 


cluded one man who was ar- 
rested earlier this month on 
charges of selling drugs in the 
Omaha-Douglas Civic Center. 


Richard Larseri, state narcot- 


ics investigator, said Marlon J. 
McClain, 18, of Omaha, was 
previously charged Feb. 19 with 
three counts of selling heroin 
and LSD. Larsen said the pur- 
chases were made in the city- 
county building, where McClain 
had been a custodian. 


Larsen said the charges from 


Wednesday's roundup are sepa- 
rate from those already filed 
against McClain by Omaha po- 
lice. 


apartment home In LaVista. 
Bobbins was alw identified as a 
seller in at leait one other sate of 
the pills. 


Larsen said the arrests cul- 


minated a three-month under- 
cover operation in which inves- 
tigators infiltrated drug dealers 
in the three counties involved, 
making more than 100 pur- 
chases of everything 
from 


marijuana to heroin and co- 
caine. 


Two of the purchases were 


made in Cass County, 14 in Sar- 
py County and rest in Douglas 
County. 


More than 30 state troopers, 


federal agents and local officers 
were involved as the roundup 
began about 8 a.m. Wednesday. 


In addition to the drug buys, 


officials said there was at least 
one counterfeit sale, in which 
the seller passed off some in- 
cense, saying it was opium. 


Most of the suspects taken into 


custody Wednesday were taken 
to the State Patrol office in 
Omaha for identification, then 
were returned to the counties 
where the warrants were issued 
to be booked and arraigned.

Omaha (UPI) - Two of 15 


defendants in an alleged outstate 
Nebraska grain fraud scheme 
totaling $360,000 changed their 
pleas from innocent to guilty 
Wednesday on one of 47 counts. 


U.S. District Judge Robert V. 


Denney accepted the plea 
changes of James Woody, 38, 
and his brother, Dewey, 27, and 
ordered a pre-sentence in- 
vestigation. 


The defendants, all from the 


Sallisaw, Okla., area, were in- 
dicted by a federal grand jury 
last Aug. 8 on charges of mail 
fraud, wire fraud, interstate 
transportation of fraudently ob- 
tained grain, selling that grain, 
and conspiracy. 


In court Wednesday, the two 


Woodys admitted transporting 
some of the fraudently obtained 
grain and having knowledge of 
the plan to stop payments on 
checks used for purchasing the 
grain. 


The government's case suf- 


fered a setback last month when 
a key defendant and another 
Woody brother, Elvin, was shot 
and killed by another defendant, 
Spencer Coffman, in Oklahoma. 
During a fight which preceded 
the shooting, Elvin Woody 
allegedly shot and killed Joe 
Gibson, Coffman's brother-in- 
law. 


Coffman, his wife, Judith, and 


a third party were charged with 
second degree murder. 


The alleged scheme occurred 


from 
October 
through 


November of 1974 and involved 
businesses in McCook, Hershey, 
York, Cozad, Syracuse and 
Plymouth. The grain was 


allegedly purchased from those 
businesses and sold in Missouri 
and Kansas. 


The government alleges the 


defendants conducted their 
business through the Redwood 
Farms in Sallisaw and es- 
tablished a bank account at the 
Sequoyah State Bank in 
Muldrow, Okla. Through an in- 
side contact at the bank, the 
government alleged, the defen- 
dants stopped the checks used to 
pay for the grain. 


Similar charges were filed 


against some of the defendants 
by the federal government in 
South Dakota in connection with 
similar grain transactions in that 
state. 


The appearances of the Woody 


brothers in court Wednesday 
resulted from plea bargaining 
negotiations between then- at- 
torney and the U.S. attorney's 
office in Omaha. The govern- 
ment has agreed to drop the 
remaining substantial counts in 
the indictment. 


The Woody brothers said they 


were specifically involved in 
grain purchases totaling $110,000 
from the McCook Equity 
Exchange in McCook. 


The remaining defendants are 


out on bond awaiting trial.

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Judge Orders Tax Turned Over To Tech College 


Chadron (AP) - The Western 


Nebraska Technical Community 
College Area has maintained its 
perfect record in trying to get 
the 13 counties in the area to 
turn over tax money collected to 
support the school 


The area is now three-for- 


three, as Dawes County District 
Court Judge Robert Moran 
Wednesday rejected Dawes 
County claims that the law by 
which property taxes are levied 
for the tech schools is uncon- 
stitutional 


Moran then ordered the coun- 


ty to turn over the money col- 
lected so far 


Dawes County Treasurer 


Marjone Stoner immediately 


turned the $24,87811 collected 
to college officials, but Sheridan 
County Atty Michael Smith, 
who represented Dawes County 
in the case, said be has not yet 
made a decision on whether to 
appeal Wednesday's ruling 


Attorneys for both sides did 


not make personal appearances 
before Moran Wednesday, op- 
ting to file stipulations of fact in- 
stead 


Moran also denied a Dawes 


Count) motion that would have 
allowed the county to withhold 
the money under bond while the 
issue is pending before the 
Nebraska Supreme Court 


Moran said state laws provide 


ample means by which the tax 


money can be refunded if the 
law is declared uncon- 
stitutional 


Only one of the 13 counties in 


the area, Scotts Bluff County, 
has turned over the levy collec- 
tions voluntarily 


Sheridan, Box Butte and 


Dawes Counties did so only after 
being ordered by Judge Moran, 
and Dr William Ptacek of 
Seottsbluff, area president, said 
the school's attorneys will now 
go after the levies collected in 
Grant and Sioux Counties 
However, hearings for the latter 
two are not scheduled for about 
one month, and m the mean- 
time, the area may be forced to 
borrow money to make its 


payroll and pay its bills, Ptacek 
said 


The Sheridan County ruling 


has already been appealed to the 
State Supreme Court, and at- 
torneys for both sides have asked 
for a speedy bearing, but have 
received no word on that 
request 


In short, the counties claim 


that a 1975 law allowing coun- 
ties to collect up to a 2 5-mill 
property tax levy for technical 
community college areas is void 
because that amounts to a 
statewide property tax to sup- 
port a state activity or agency in 
violation of the state's constitu- 
tion 


The 1975 law was passed by 


the Legislature to remedy an 
earlier law which was declared 
unconstitutional for the same 
reason 


If the area is forced to borrow 


to meet its expenses, Ptacek said 
the area may be forced to seek 
damages from the counties in 
question to help pay the interest 
costs incurred

Agape, by definition, mam "umelflsh, ptatonic love of one 


person for another; brotherly love." 


To many handicapped adults in Lincoln, Agape means being 


able to come from the thadowi, to discover a world existing out- 
side the doors and windows of their own homer 


Originally known as St. Monica's Home Service Center, the 


Agape center is located at the Northeast Community Church and 
is open every weekday from 1 to 4 p.m. 


It provides a series of varied activities to person who would 


otherwise be confined to their homes without the companionship 
of other people. 


"So far as we know it is the only program of its kind in Lin- 


coln being offered to handicapped persons," said Beverly Hayes, 
director of the center. "Other groups provide life maintenance 
skills (for the handicapped) but here we provide life enrichment 
skills." 


These "life enrichment skills" take many forms — crafts, 


music, art, literature, tours and films. And judging from the faces 
of the Agape center's clients, it fulfills its purposes well. 


• A determined - yet patient — smile covered the face of 


Cheryl Piwenitzky as she spent part of an afternoon session 
creating a get well card of construction paper and artificial 
flowers for a friend. Another client, Gerre Blake, repeated, "This 
is fun," while she busied herself with a craft project, then giggled 
with excitement as she experimented with the guitar. 


"With crafts, the major emphasis is finding things they can 


do, which they can use or give as lifts," said Pat Waft, an 
organizer of the center. "It should be something that represents 
some form of satisfaction."

"is an excellent release of emotion, a way to express things, she 
addedEach Friday, those attending the center participate In a bell 
choir, conducted by a University of Nebraska-Lincoln student, 
Bonnie Burgeson. 


"She also directed our Christmas program, where our people 


sang or played the piano," Ms. Hayes said. 


UNI graduate students also conduct speech and hearing 


evaluations and therapy for some of the clients, Ms. Hayes added. 


Other Agape activities have included reading well-known 


books, touring the Children's Zoo and the planetarium at Momll 
Hall painting and viewing films borrowed from the Lincoln 
Public Libraries and the United Methodist Church film library. 


"The clients are thrilled to come here," she continued. "They 


enjoy everything." 


"They are so anxious to have the opportunities that other 


people have but often don't value," echoed Ms. Wall. 


Although the center could uses more volunteers, "we have an 


almost unlimited capacity or potential for growth," she said. 


Already, the center has changed since its inception in 1973. 


Evolving from a "Prevention of Loneliness and Anxiety" 
workshop at St. Monica's, "workers from St. Monica's would go 
out to the homes of clients," Ms. Wall explained. 


"But we decided what these people really needed was to be 


brought out into the community," she continued.

DEAR ABBY. Last year you

I am Jewish. Is it against my 


religion? Is it "euthanasia" or 
mercy killing?

DEAR DAVID: The Living 


Win is a document stating that 
should you fall victim to a ter- 
mtaial fflness from which there is 
ao hope for your recovery, you 
instruct your physician not to 
prolong your life by artificial 
means, such as machines, tubes, 
pumps, etc. 


Copies of this document may 


be given to your physician, 
clergyman, lawyer and to as 
many family members and/or 
friends as yon desire. To sign 
sect a document, you must be 18 
yean or older and of sound 
inted. (If at any time you wish to 
revoke the document, you are 
bee to do so.) 


He Jewish view of the Uvttg 


Wnl is as follows: It is NOT 
"euthanasia" — or mercy 
kflhag: There is a dear distinc- 
tion between actively killing a 


person and "allowing him to 
die." 


According to Jewish Law, 


when a person suffers irreversi- 
ble brain damage and can no 
longer recite a "bracha" — a 
blessing to praise God — or per- 
form a "mitzvah" — an act to 
help his feUowmaa — he is con- 
sidered a "vegetable," and there 
is nothing to "save." 


The Living Will does not give 


anyone permission to END the 


life of another in a "mercy- 
killing" manner. It is simply a 
document that one signs, 
stating that he (or she) does not 
want to have his (or her) life 
prolonged artificially after his 
physician decides that there is 
no hope for recovery-. 


I have signed such a docu- 


ment. Yon may get one by 
writing to The Living Will, 259 
West 57th St., New York, N.Y. 
1M19. The document is free, but 


please send a few dollars (it's tax 
deductible) for the cost of prin- 
ting and mailing the document 
to you. I sent $5 for six 
documents and have given one 
to my physician, clergyman and 
lawyer, and to members of my 
family.

Consequently, the center and its workers took up residence in 


an old house where the clients gathered for the three-hour after- 
noon sessions. 


However, when federal funding to St. Monica's Home was 


cut, the program was in danger of being discontinued. The center 
was moved to Us current location last May and its association with 
St. Monica's was terminated in December. 


The Agape center was licensed last October as a nonprofit, 


day care service for adults by Nationalities United, Inc., Ms. 
Hayes said, adding the center operates on a tight budget with 
money obtained only through private contributions and from 
clients' fees. 


"We receive $5 per day for each client," she said, "but none 


of the clients pay. They all are subsidized by welfare, day care 
programs or United Cerebral Palsy."

xHow To Make Yourself Miserable' 


If you think you're a pretty 


good worrier, think again. 


And while you're thinking, you 


might trot on down to your local 
bookstore and pick up a copy of 
Dan Greenburg's "How To 
Make Yourself Miserable" (Ran- 
dom House). Originally 
published ten years ago, this 
"vital training manual" is now 
out in paperback. 


So the price is nothing to 


worry about. But don't hold that 
against the book. The advice 
contained between the covers 
should much more than compen- 
sate for the lack of worry atten- 
ding the purchase. 


For the chronic worrier, the 


misery-lover, Greenburg's book 
will prove invaluable. 


In it. you will learn how to 


create a First Class Anxiety out 


of just about any mundane 
worry. 


It can be done, according to 


Greenburg, if you can latch onto 
what he calls a "3-Dimensional 
worry." 


Not all worries are worthy 3- 


dimensionai material (although 
you can bring just about any 
worry up to that level through 
the Power of Negative 
Thinking). 


You may have to shop around 


a bit to find a worry that will fit 
the 3-dimensional criteria: 1) 
"There must be hell to pay if 
your fear proves to be true." 2) 
"There must be some evidence 
that your fear WILL prove 
true." 3) "There must be a sub- 
stantial period of time to wait 
before you can find out if your 
fear is true."

points. Distribution frequently 
upsets the point-count ap- 
plecart, as witness this deal 
from a match between Ireland 
and Italy. 


The Irish declarer. Peter 


Pigot, got to four hearts doubled 
after East Garozzo. had opened 
with a dub, showing 16 or more 
points. 


West led a spade, ruffed by 


Pigot, who played the king of 


diamonds, discarding a spade 
from dummy. East took the ace 
and played another spade, 
ruffed again by declarer. 


Pigot now cashed the queen of 


diamonds, discarding dummy's 
last spade, and made the key 
play of a low trump from his A- 
10-9*, won by East with the 
queen. Garozzo could do no 
better than return a trump, won 
by South with the ace. 


After raffing a diamond in 


dummy, Pigot took a club 
finesse, which won, and led the 
J-10 of diamonds. West ruffed 
with his high trump and played 
still another spade, but Pigot 
ruffed and scored the last two 
tricks with the A-J of clubs to 
make four hearts doubled. 


So it turned out that West, 


with 4 high-card points, in effect 
scored two tricks, while East, 
with 19 points, in effect took 
only one trick. Or, to put it 
another way. South, with 17 
points, scored ten tricks, while 
East-West, with 23 points, 
scored only three tricks. 


All of which emphasizes that 


what counts in bridge is the 
number of tricks you take and 
not the number of points you 
have. Point-count enthusiasts 
eventually learn from bitter 
experience that, while high- 
card points are a valuable 
measuring rod. they are by no 
means a perfect barometer of 
how many tricks a player can 
actually make.

book to learn how to make 
themselves miserable, you ask.

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Laser May Pave Space Path

Boston — Some day. possibly a few 


decades away, it may be possible to get into 
a vehicle the size of a Volkswagen and take 
off into outer space on the strength of a 
laser beam 


Traffic on the "laser highway" could be 


as heavy as one vehicle every 10 minutes, 
bound for earth orbit or beyond, perhaps in 
caravans to "homestead the asteroids " 


This concept of laser propulsion for 


spacecraft, as well as some early 
experimental work, was described here by 
Dr Freeman J Dyson, a theoretical 
physicist at the Institute for Advanced 
Study at Princeton University, N J. 


He spoke at a symposium, "The Fron- 


tiers of the Natural Sciences." held at the 
annual meeting of the American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Science 


Method May Be Economical 


Such a propulsion system was conceived 


by Dr Arthur Kantrowitz, director of the 
Avco-Everett Research Laboratory in 
Everett, Mass. Several of the growing 
number of scientists studying ideas of 
space colonization, including Dyson, look 
upon laser propulsion as a promising 
means of providing more economical 
launching of spacecraft.

The technology for laser propulsion, he 


added, is at the same stage now that Dr. 
Robert M Goddard's chemical fuel rocket 
was in the early 1930s. The late Goddard 
conducted the pioneering rocket 
experiments in the United States. 


Craft Atop Tank Of Water 


As Dyson explained the concept, the 


Volkswagen-sized spacecraft would be 
mounted on top of a huge metal tank 
capable of holding about a ton of water — 
much as today's spacecraft sit on top of 
rockets containing, in most cases, liquid 
hydrogen and liquid oxygen. 


A laser, which is the acronym for light 


amplification by stimulated emission of 
radiation, would be set up on the ground 
near the launching pad. Its beam of in- 
tense highly focused light, would be aimed 
parallel to the ground toward a projecting 
mirror The mirror would reflect and aim 
the light at the rocket motor in the water 
tank. 


Dyson estimated that it would take about 


100.000 kilowatt-hours of laser power to in- 
itiate the launching. 


Steam Would Provide Thrust 


The rocket motor would convert the 


laser power to heat the water in the tank to 
produce steam, making the vehicle a sort of 
space-age Stanley Steamer. 
Escaping 


vapors would supply the thrust to lift the 
combined tank and spacecraft off the 
launching pad. 


The mirror-reflected laser beam would 


track the ascending vehicle, continuing to 
supply heat for the vapor thrust. 


After about five minutes of traveling on 


the beam, the spacecraft would be 
separated from the tank and proceed on its 
course, much as a free-flying Apollo after 
separation from the Saturn 5 rocket. 


A Launch Every 10 Minutes 


The single system, Dyson said, could con- 


ceivably support a lauching every 10 
minutes. But it would not be possible to 
operate the beam on a rainy or cloudy day. 


Some of the problems that must be 


examined, Dyson said, include the develop- 
ment of much more powerful lasers than 
any in existence and what effects the laser 
light might have on the atmosphere. 


The primary advantage, in his view, is 


that laser propulsion considerably reduces 
the weight of space vehicles because its 
power source remains on the ground. The 
weight of the water and the tank would be 
much less than the propellants and 
oxidizers used m current rockets, he said.

The City of Lincoln's plans to 


purchase or condemn 950 acres 
of Idnd in Sarpy County for 
expanding the city's water supp- 
ly has landowners, Sen Orval

capacity and that new well fields

Lincoln's water rates was to 
allow the city to acquire new 
well fields 


Keyes said Sarpy County com- 


missioners indicated to him that 
they would file suit to block Lin- 
coln s acquisition of the land

sion Keyes said he would seek

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Bad Credit Rating 
Difficult To Erase

New York - It isn't easy to 


hurt your credit rating. Stores, 
banks and finance companies get 
rich by lending you money, not 
by turning you down. Although 
being late with your bills is not a 
condition devoutly to be wished, 
it usually won't ruin your reputa- 
tion. 


Stores are reasonably tolerant 


of our little ploys" - 
like 


stretching an occasional bill, or 
paying one store this month and 
another next month. Nor will 
banks and finance companies 
raise the roof over a late check 
now and then. In fact, if you visit 
a credit bureau and look at your 
record, you may be surprised to 
find that some places list you as 
a prompt payer even though 
you're a little behind. 


If the record does show that 


you've recently taken two or 
three months to pay, you can 
generally get back to top rating 
just by being on time fora while. 
People who are habitually two 
or three months behind may be 
turned down for new credit. But 
their record can be cleared by a 
period of good behavior. 


However, just as it's hard to 


get a really bad credit rating, 
once gotten, it's hard to get rid 
of. Creditors will carry you for a 
long time before writing you off 
as a deadbeat. But once that 
happens, you really have to pull 
up your socks before they'll take 
you on again. 


My associate, Anne Wolman, 


recently talked to a number of 
credit granters to see how they 
judge people with a bad credit 
history. Here are the steps they 
say you have to take to earn a 
charge account again: 


1 — Pay off all your bills. If 


even one store is still pursuing 
you for money, no one else will 
want to talk to you. 


2 — Prove that you can pay off 


an installment loan. You'll 
probably have to give collateral, 
since lenders won't trust your 
signature alone. Try for 
something like an auto loan, 
where the lender can repossess if 
you fall behind. Finance com- 
panies are generally your best 
-bet; they charge higher rates, 
but are also willing to take 
-customers that banks turn out 
the door. 


3 — After a year or more of 


clean living, you should find a 
department store willing to give 
you a try. But they'll keep you on 
a short leash. You'll be allowed 
to charge only a small amount at 
first — with larger amounts con- 
tingent on good behavior. 


4 — Banks are generally the 


hardest to convince. But once 
everyone else pronounces you 
worthy, they'll come around. 


How rapidly you can restore 


your rating depends principally 
on the reason you fell behind in 
the first place. Lenders unders- 
tand if your troubles arose from 
illness, unemployment or 
divorce. Once your cir- 
cumstances change (and your in- 
come seems reliable) they'll 
generally give you a second 
chance. 


But if you simply bought more 


than you could afford and then 
ducked out. you'll get a fisheve. 


Chronic delinquents may not 


get another charge card for 
years. The credit manager of one 
major store says that in his book, 
a chronic delinquent is someone 
who, more than three times, has 
been at least six months late in 
paying his bills. 


You can't escape a bad credit 


rating by moving. When you app- 
ly for a loan or charge account in 
a new town, the first thing the 
credit manager will do is query 
the credit bureau in the city 
you're from. 


But eventually, the slate will 


be wiped clean. Credit bureaus 
aren't allowed to report adverse 
information about you after 
seven years have passed (unless 
you're applying for credit of 
$50,000 or more). 


Bankruptcies, however, can be 


reported for 14 years. The credit 
vice-president of a leading bank 
says it could take as long as five 
or six years of meticulous living 
before a bankrupt could get a 
bank card again.

Profit

market, battling fits of profit 
taking, turned mixed Wednesday 
in another failing attempt to 
crack through the Dow Jones in- 
dustrial average's 1.000 barrier.

Ever Changing

OKLAHOMA CITY-There is 


a machine in every large met- 
ropolitan 
newspaper's 
news- 


room called the Sports Wire. Its 
original function was to report 
who* beat who, or whom beat 
whom, or who beat whom, 
depending on how you were 
learned English. 


Back in the late 1930s and 


1940s this was one of the favor- 
ite resting places for Clark Kent, 
who would appear to be standing 
innocently at the machine, then 
suddenly disappear and crack a 
three-run homer in the bottom 
of the ninth so Miss Lois Lane 
could collect her parlay. 


The Sports Wire provided 


scores. In the summertime it 
would report scores like 4-3,10, 
5-2. In the faUtime it would 
suggest scores such as 7-6, 2114, 
etc. By the whiter it would have 
geared itself up to giving out 
scores like 76-53 and 81-58. 


Now the poor machine has a 


temble tune finding a place to 
fit in scores. One of its favorite 
phrases today is "U.S. District 
Court" or sometimes "Superior 
Court" and it often jumps up 
and down and types "$32.5 mil- 
lion." 


In the Bicentennial Week of 


Feb. 16-21 the Sports Wire was 
typically busy. 


The Seattle baseball trial was 


adjourned in Superior Court but 
the story said the $32.5 million 
lawsuit will remain on the books 
until April of '77; two basketball 
players declared ineligible by the 
Southwest Conference dribbled 
into U.S. District Court in Dallas 
and got themselves reinstated;

week ago to Kansas State. 


The "bounce back" fell short at Missouri, but Opriano fen the 


Huskers played well enough to win, losing only because of some of- 
ficiating calls that even Missouri coach Norm Stewart admitted 
were questionable. 


"I give those young players a lot of credit for getting our team 


e-flg." Cipriano said. "They pressed us in practice. The freshmen 
realize we have some potential and the older kids took to it. They 
realized the season wasn't over after the loss to Kansas State. 


"If they play like that they're going to win the next three 


games. We're not out of everything (tourneys). We don't know what 
the NIT is going to do. We also have a chaiice to have the third best 
record in the history of the school."

Never Pressured 


Randy Cipriano. son of 


University of Nebraska basket- 
ball coach Joe Cipriano. did not 
follow in his father's footsteps. 
The 5-8, 125-pound freshman 
chose Kearney State College to 
play basketball. 


"I knew I wanted to play- 


basketball but I wasn't sure 
where," admitted the 1975 Lin- 
coln Southeast graduate. "I 
wanted to play at the University 
but I figured I'd have a better 
chance playing somewhere else. 


"I had almost decided to go to 


a small school in Idaho but I 
changed my mind last summer 
during the University's basket- 
ball camp." 


Cipriano said former Kearney 


State great Tom Kropp 
(Washington Bullets) attended 
the camp and encouraged him to 
think about KSC. 


"He told me I could play for 


Kearney. He said they ran all the 
time and I like that. I have to 
run." the 18-year-old said, "since 
I'm so short." 


Cipriano said that being the 


son of a big-time coach has 
helped him in his knowledge of 
basketball. 


"I was always around basket- 


ball so I was bound to learn the 
game," the little speedster 
observed. "I had more exposure 
to the game than other guys, 
being at his practices and 
listening to him talk. 


"But he has never pressured

IB 861 Advanced, But... 


The Legislative Constitutional Revision and Recreation Com- 


mittee Tuesday advanced LB 861, the habitat bill, out of com- 
mittee and into general file by a unanimous 7-0 vote, according to 
Sen. Don Dworak's office. 


Sen. Dworak, of Columbus, introduced the bill which would 


raise a total of over $4 million annual from increase hunting, 
fishing and trapping licenses, a |7.50 habitat stamp and matching 
federal and state funds. 


There had been some concern about the bill's potential for 


success Some sportsmen and senators felt the license increases 
were too much too soon. 


The Nebraska Game and Parks Commission, which avidly en- 


dorsed the bill, held public meetings statewide to educate and in- 
form the public on the needs of wildlife and what the bill would 
do. 


According to Dworak's testimony at last Friday's public 


hearing on LB 861, the response was overwhelming in favor of the 
increase. Dworak said he had talked to over 850 people personally 
and very few expressed a lack of support. 


While the bill received unanimous support in committee, the 


measure must now pass the vote of the entire legislature and be 
signed by the governor in roder to go into affect. Dworak in- 
dicated he plans to make LB 861 his priority bill so a vote should 
be made this session 


The concern of many of the state's senators, however, is the 


potential for mismanagement of the funds generated by LB 861. 


Found Anywhere 


"I think you can find that feeling anywhere this much money 


is talked about," said commission chairman Art Brown of Omaha. 
"The senators shouldn't be concerned, though, because the bill 
specifically states where we have to spend the money. We wrote 
that in." 


Section 14 of LB 861 backs Brown's words. It reads: "All 


money received from the sale of the stamps (habitat stamps), as 
provided by sections 7 to 15 of this act, shall be administered by 
the Game and Parks Commission for the acquisition, leasing, 
taking of easements, development, management, and enhance- 
ment of wildlife lands and habitat areas ..." 


Later, Section 17 outlines a program for working with the 


state's Natural Resource Districts in habitat development And 
Section 18 stipulates any land purchased by the commission will 
remain on county tax tables with the commission paying the an- 
nual taxes on such lands. 


Of course, if the commission had a strong desire to try some 


under-the-table dealing with its new found gold mine (should LB 
861 pass), it is conceivable some mismanagement of funds could 
take place. But the commission has no such desire. 


The habitat bill is a result of last year's Nebraska Habitat 


Conference. The Game and Parks Commission hosted farmers, 
hunters, fishermen, biologists, just about anybody who might 
have a remote interest in wildlife and wildlife habitat. 


These people put their heads together and came up with a 


logical, long-range program for saving habitat and wildlife in the 
.state. LB 861 was drawn up as the funding mechanism which 
could put the entire habitat machinery in operation. 


The Nebraska Game and Parks Commission isn't about to let 


any mismanagement of its future lifeblood funding take place, 
and LB 861 is that future lifeblood. 


7 MSU 
Gridders 
Ineligible 


EAST LANSING, Mich. (AP) 


- Seven Michigan State Uni- 
versity football players have 
been declared ineligible be- 
cause of alleged involvement in 
National Collegiate Athletic As- 
sociation rules violations. 


The players may, however, be 


reinstated by the NCAA before 
the season begins, John Fuzak, 
MSU Athletic Council chairman 
and NCAA president, said.

Saints Facing Unique Proposal 


ST. PAUL, Minn. (AP) - The 


St. Paul Fighting Saints hockey 
squad agreed again Wednesday 
to play without pay, sparing the 
debt-stricken franchise from 
demise—for at least one more 
game.

Rigney and Alvin Dark. 


Rigney and Dark not only 


played together in the late 1940s 
and early 1950s with the Giants 
in New York, but also served 
previous terms as managers of 
the club. Rigney succeeded Leo 
Durocher as skipper in time to 
lead the Giants in their first year 
in San Francisco — 1958 — and 


was fired suddenly on June 18, 
1960 with the club only four 
games out of first place.

and was replaced by Dark the 
following year., Dark led the 
Giants to their only San Fran- 
cisco pennant in 1962 and was 
fired two years later. 


Both Rigney and Dark are

maintained a home in the Bay 
Area and they have had op- 
portunities to spend social hours 
together.
